In a speech at Baltimore Saturday night on the occasion ot 


the opening of Ihe third Liberty loan drive President Wilson 
slated the case in a way to leave nothing misunderstood. '1 he 
occasion was the first anniversary of this country's entrance 
into the war, "Of our acceptance of Germany's challenge," as 
the president piii it, "a challenge to fight for our right to live 
and be free, and for the sacred rights of free men everywhere. 


The reason for the great war and the reasons why it must 


be fought through were made very clear. The struggle is to 
cost the country heavily in men and money, but Ihe people are 
ready for the sacrifice and \yill see the thing through to a vic- 
torious conclusion. 


The president declared that at no lime had he judged the 


purposes of Germany inlemperately. He said he had sought 
to learn the objects of Germany in (he war out of the mouth's 
of her own spokesmen, and lo deal as frankly with them as he 
wished them to deal .with him. He sought lo know whether 
Germany was seeking justice or dominion, and her answer
